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CHAPTER 192

AN ACT to repeal and recreate 66.30 of the statutes, relating to the joint
co-operation among governmental units.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows

66.30 of the statutes is repealed and recreated to read:
66.30 LOCAL CO-OPERATION. (1) "Municipality" as used herein

includes a city or village, a town, county, school district or regional plan-
ning commission.

(2) Any municipality may contract with another municipality or
municipalities or the state or any department or agency thereof for the
receipt or furnishing of services or the joint exercise of any power or
duty required or authorized by statute.

(3) Any such contract may provide a plan for administration of the
function or project, which may include, without limitation because of
enumeration, provisions as to proration of the expenses involved, deposit
and disbursement of funds appropriated, submission and approval of
budgets, creation of a commission, selection and removal of commissioners,
formation and letting of contracts.

(4) Any such contract may bind the contracting parties for the length
of time specified therein.
